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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 29,38,65 are objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant 
does not disclose how the light is structurally cooperating with the housing to affect the 
appearance of the housing. Applicant claims that the light-emitting device colors or 
patternizes the housing "in order to significantly alter the ornamental appearance of the 
housing", the recitation "in order to significantly alter the ornamental appearance of the 
housing" suggests that there is a structural change to the housing, although no 
structural change is disclosed in the specification. With regards to claim 38. it is unclear 
if the display is part of the light passing wall or the housing and it is unclear how the 
housing, the light passing wall and the display are structurally related. With regards to 
claim 65, applicant does not claim a structural cooperation between the light source and 
the housing describing how the light source cooperates with the housing to produce an 
adjustable light effect for colorizing or patternizing the illuminable portion of the housing. 
Appropriate correction is required, 

2. As best understood the following rejection applies. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b)> by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 38-40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by An 
(6,494,593). 

5. An discloses a light source inside the housing(liquid crystal display 30 inherently 
has a light source), the light source being configured to generate light; a light 
controller(40) operatively coupled to the light source, the light source controller being 
configured to control the light source (on/off) so as to illuminate at least a portion of the 
light passing wall of the housing with the light generated by the light source(only the 
logo portion 800 of the light passing wall of surface 200 is illuminated), the light source 
being dedicated to illuminating the light passing wall, a display (23) and a display 
controller configured to process display commands to produce text or 
graphics(inherently the laptop has a processor that processes commands from the 
keyboard(shown in fig 5) to produce text or graphics); the display is disposed inside the 
housing (inherently the display 23 is contained within the laptop housing/foldable case); 
the display controller is disposed within the housing (inherently all computer processors 
are housed within the computer housing, in this case called a foldable case, fig 5). 

Allowable Subject Matter
